O ld fashioned Quebec tugs at the heartstrings of 
the summer visitor, because her appeal is personal. 
Without intention, so to do, she has struck what the 
advertising men work so hard to acquire.. .the human 
interest angle. 

Quebec is natural, simple, lovable. In our race for a 
living we of the cities have reduced life to a system 
with every action in subordination to hours and minutes. 
But in Quebec the habitant rises above the leash. 

He has something in himself which holds him to old 
ways. To family life, to the farm, to the horse and 
hand-plough; to the scythe, to cows. Wives and daugh¬ 
ters and boys of all ages lend a hand at everything. All 
the changes of the seasons fit in to the scheme of life. 
And yet there sems to be no particular scheme, no. 
hurry, none of that driven feeling. No friction. 

And so when we get into Quebec we are sensible of a 
freedom of spirit. The shackles of “the drive” fall 
away as we come once more under the benison of the 
simple and the fundamental. 

Here by the road are the wayside Crosses common in 
Old France and once in Old England. The Mower is 
abroad in the fields. The dogs drawing their little 
carts still hold the road. 

And nothing is more humanly appealing than these 
dog carts of the Quebec highway. The “Dog of Flan¬ 
ders” has won his way to publicity on the screen, but 
these “eliiens” of Quebec have had no Jackie Coogan to 
do them justice. 

And yet what a part they play in the life of this great 
Province, far larger in extent than Flanders. How the 
dogs fill niches in the households, jobs long ago elim¬ 
inated from our scheme of life, are performed by the 
dog carts as a matter of course, in Quebec. Boys of 
the family break their, hand in from babyhood, harness¬ 
ing, unharnessing, driving “le chien.” The boy that as 


soon as he is big enough will have the horses in hand. 
“Deep meaning oft lies hid in childish play” down in 
Quebec. 

And yet the dog cart is not merely a means toward 
ah end. As farm life is arranged in Quebec, the dog 
carl is no mere child’s toy, but part and parcel of French 
thrift. 

, Boys sent an errand cover the miles in the dog cart. 
Wobd to be brought from the distant woodlot on the 
mountainside is loaded into the little cart. With the 
aid of these "tiny horses and carts” small boys do this 
work quite easily, releasing their fathers and big 
brothers to men’s jobs at the plough or with the heavy 
.scythe. 

Textile workers in the big mill below Montmorency 
Falls, living In Saint Gregoire and other villages nearby, 
have their dinner-pails brought to them by their small 
boys in dog carts, and if you happen along this road at 
dinner-time it is to see perhaps as many as thirty or 
forty of these little chariots. r 

The speed attained of the dog is surprising, especially 
when homeward bound. Then, little M’sieu can hardly 
hold .him in. 

But you must not think ’tis only youth that these gay 
dogs of Quebec serve, their tails wagging, flying along 
with the baby in the cart and the family brood of boys 
and girls running helter skelter gathering framboise in 
their pails. What would the old... the oldcouples, the 
old women, do without their old dog and his little cart? 

But, I think perhaps one never realizes more, how 
much a part of every day life the dog cart is, until you 
happen along by some wayside smithy and see the smith 
hard at work turning, twisting, heating, hammering the 
miniature axles and tires in the most matter of fact 
manner, part of the day’s work, as much as shoeing a 
horse.—Victoria Hayward.

LOCAL RURAL HIGH SCHOOL 


A meeting held for the purpose 
of discussing the .details of the 
cost and operation, of a Rural 
High School District, held at the 
Chauvin School House at 2 p.m. 
Saturday. May 17th Mr. A. E. 
Foxwell presiding. 

J. T Ross Esq, Deputy Minister 
of Education attended , from the 
Department, and there were also 
present from Airlie District Mr. 
W. Cargill and Mrs. Manson; 
(Chauvin) E- A. Foxwell, Mrs. 
Saul and, 1 J. A, Code; Prosperity 
C. W. Ryall; Killarjney Miss Nel¬ 
son; Eidinglassie, P. H, Perry; 
Secretary. T. H. Saul 
„Mr Ross went carefully into 
the details as to the manner in 
which such a school district is to 
be organized and operated, and 
gave approximate figures as to 
costs—-froth initial and anual, Mr. 
Code advised the meeting as to 
the quotation received for the 
.erection of a one room school 
house, 28 x 24. 

After answering questions, Mr. 
Ross submitted; that the follow¬ 
ing figures might be used as a 
guide to the approximate costs of 
the working of the proposed 
Rural High School District:—

Mr Code stated that it was es- 
timater that the assessment for 
the proposed district would 
amount to about 1 1-2 millions 
and that the tax rate would 
pro-bably amount to 2 1-2 mills 
on the $. 

The folloVving school districts 


are the units proposed 1 to be in- 
cl uded:—Chauvin; Butzeville; 
Airlie; Edinglassie, Prosperity, 
Killarney and New Ribstone; but 
owing to three districts not being 
represented^ onthing definite 
could 1 be done in the wary of or¬ 
ganizing. 

Mr. Ross suggested that anoth¬ 
er meeting be called with the re¬ 
quest that trustees attend from 
each district- and that if possible 
each district hold its own meeting 
og trustees, so as to be able to 
speak for the boiard at the next 
meeting of the joint boards. He 
promised to send down a map 
and othe information, so that 
figures could be given to the 
meeting, and he would arrange 
to have an Inspector of Schools 
present, Mr. Ross promised all 
assistance possible. 

Tn discussing the diate of such 
meeting, Mrs. Saul said that it 
was necessary to have the meet¬ 
ing as soon as possible, as Chau¬ 
vin School District must take 
steps for providing additional 
ac.commodb.tion before the next 
school term. Mr. Code informed 
the meeting that Chauvin School 
Board had come to the point 
where they must decide whether 
they would discontinue the High 
School, or provide additional ac- j 
commodation for the primary! 
grades. Both rooms now being 
overcrowded 

Mr. P. H. Perry moved that a 
meeting of all the districts con¬ 
cerned he called for June 9th 
(Monday) at Chauvin School, -at 
7 o’clock p.m 1 . Carried. 

Mr. Ross emphasized the fact 
that the whole matter of the i 
formation of ,a Rural High School 
District was in the hands of the 
ratepayers of the Rural School 
Districts, and that the procedure 
must be as follows: 

1 There must he an organiza¬ 
tion meeting 

2. A petition asking for the 
formation of such a district must 
be signed by 25 per cent of each 
Rural School District, and for¬ 
warded to the Minister for his 
approval 


3. The ratepayers of the Rura 1 
School Districts would' then vote 
on the fatter, and the majority 
would decide. 

4. If the vote was in favor, the 
minister would then communi¬ 
cate with the Village School Dis¬ 
trict and ascertain if they were 
willing to be included in such 
Diet; in which case the Village 
School ISistrict, would then vote 
on the matter 

There could be such a district 
formed of Rural districts without 
the Village, but the whole matter 
rested with tihe Rural Schools 
and the v illage was always will¬ 
ing to co-operate. 

The government of the propos¬ 
ed district would be in the hands 
of the trustees: One from each 
Rural School Board, and ne from 
the Village School Board 

Mr. Saul was instructed 1 to send 
out a special letter to each Board 
concerned- calling the next meet¬ 
ing for the 9th of June at 7 p.m. 
such letter to set forth the de¬ 
tails as to costs and other inform¬ 
ation, and asking each Bard to 
hold a meeting and send at least 
one representative, ready to give 
the views of his Board) to the 
meeting. 

Mr Foxwell extended' the 
puty Minister for his attendance, 
and Mr. Code moved that the 
meeting be adjourned. Carried. 

Alberta’s New 
Weed Policy 

Details of the new policy for 
the control land! eradication of 
weeds in Alberta, which was de¬ 
cided upon by Hon George Hoad- 
!ey. Minister of Agriculture- be¬ 
fore going overseas, were elabor¬ 
ated at a conference held on 
May 10 of the .new advisory 
board on weed policy, with Hon. 
R. G. Reid), acting Minister of 
Agriculture, as chairman. Those 
present were Earl Cook, M.L.x\. 
for Pi ache r Creek; W. H. Shields 
M.L.A. for Macleod; P. En- 
sentaur, M.L.A. for Alexandria 
and W. H. Fairfield, Superin¬ 
tendent of the Dominion Experi¬ 
mental Farm at Lethbridge, to¬ 
gether with officials of the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. 

The new policy as advocated 
by the Minister of Agriculture, 
will emphasize the educational 
phase of eradication rather than 
destruction of Weeds or 
punishment for non-eradication 
of weeds. Field) supervisors have 
been appointed, who will take the 
place of old system of weed in¬ 
spectors. These supervisors will 
work in close co-ordination with 
with the agricultural represen¬ 
tatives anid 1 the principals of the 
agricultural schools, in order that 
the local conditions of their var¬ 
ious districts may be more thor¬ 
oughly mastered with respect to 
weed) control. They will also, 
rather than adopt policing meth¬ 
ods, work in an advisory capacity 
to farmers, municipal councils 
as to the best methods of culti¬ 
vation, and; weed eradication. 

Before commencing their field 
work, the new field supervisors 
agricultural representatives -and 
nrincipals of the agricultural 
schools on features of the new 
work It is also the plan that 
the supervisors shall arrange 
meetings amonar the farmers for 
educational purposes.
